Renuix, Nov.—A report became current 
on the bourse here this morning that the 
head of o banking and exchange firm at 
Charlottenburg, a suburb of Berlin, had 
surrendered himself tothe police, confessin 
that he had misappropriated a uantity dl 
securities deposited with him by various 
customers. The rumor spread rapidly, and 
with the knowledge of how Wolff of the firm 
of Hirschfeld & \Wolff, who is now in the 
Moabit jail for his crimes, had sold or 
a securities which did not belong to 

im, the story found ready listeners, and 
later in the day it become certain it was 
true. 

The Charlottenburg banker who robbed 
his customers is named Mass. His embez- 
zlements will-amount to a very large sum. 
The members of ‘the aristocracy were hard 
hit by the failure on Saturday last of the 
banking house of Friedlander & Sommer. 
feld, a number of the relatives and member 
of the official household being included 
among those who had large sums on deposit 
with the bankrupt firm. Mass’s embezzle- 
ments, though not positively known to 
affect the aristocracy to such an extent as 
Wolfs, are certain tq attract the attention 
of the Emperor in a way that will bode ill 
for the offender. The money ap topriated 
by Mass to his own use includes 20,000 
marks which had been subscribed toward 
the fund for the erection of a church in 
memory of the late Empress Augusta, grand- 
mother of Emperor William. ‘Ten thousand 
marks, which were to be devoted to the 
Prince Frederick Charles Institute have also 
disappeared. In addition to these 30,000 
marks, Mass has succeeded in making awa 
with 400,000 marks deposited in the ban 
by 150 artisans and small traders. 

Mass, though he evidently had no egornu 
les against stealing, displayed a delicacy in 
surrendering himself to the police. He ap- 

red at the Central police station in Ber- 
in this morning and delivered himgelf to 
the authorities, after confessing hie wrong- 
doing. He gave as his reasons for eds. 
ering to the Berlin f®lice instead of to the 
Charlottenburg authorities that he held a 
high position in soviety and was ashamed to 
tell the police of the latter place of his 
crimes. is sense of shame, however, may 
have been quickened by the knowledge that 
his poor depositors would not have taken 
their losses with calinness, and that it would 
be better for him to be safely away from 
them when the facts became known.

Death ofa Misdeo Keown as the Greatest 
Man ta tadia. "f 


The late Iewara Chandra was koown 


countrymen as ‘‘ the gteatest man 
in India,” and also as “ Vidyasagara,” which 
means “ocGan of learning.” For twoascore 
years he was the undisputed leader of the 
literary world of Bengal; while to Christ- 
ians Lis career is noteworthy, because he 
was more influential than any other person 
in Securing the abolition of the suttee, or 
burning of widows upon the funeral pyre of 
their husbands, 

The obstacles he had to contend against 
were enormots, 
mins himsel!, of the very highest caste, he 
had arrayed against him the most powerfui 
sentiments of his countrymen, religious, po- 
litieal and social. The opposition was so 
tremendous that defeat must inevitably have 
been followed by loss of caste, and by con- 
tempt from co-religioniats more bitter than 
that with which the pariah is regarded. 
There is 
than an attack upon his religion, and every 
attempt to change a practice or law is re- 

arded as an attack by him. Iswara Chan- 
dra knew this, and so he devoted years of 
profound study to the sacred. books to de- 
termine whether the Suttee was not a cor- 
ruption of a good custom. He found that 
in former years women had far greater lib- 
erty than now. Tho regulations bearing so 
intolerably upon widows had no existence in 
those earlier and more P rous days, 
wherefore he urged upon his sialow-teligine. 
iats not any new thing, but the forsaking of 
new things, and a return to the pristine 
faith. Such argument, backed up by his 
unquestioned authority as a scholar, ‘was 
convincing and successful, and the Suttee

| Public Schools fer North Hastings, and also 
the following complimentary biography :— 


Mr. Wm. Meckintosh, president of the 
Ontario (Canada) Teachers Association, was 
born in Montreal in 1844. His early educa- 
tion was received ip the public and high 
‘echools of Ontario. At the the age of 18, 
he began to teach in Ontario county, and 
continved to teach in thie and Victoria 
county until the end of 1869. In 1870, he 
entered the Toronto normal school then 
under the efficient management of Dr. J. H. 
Sangster, and, at the close of the year, re- 
ceived a certificate of the highest grade. For 
more than three years he taught in North- 
umberland county, and, in 1874, received 
the appointment of inspector of public schools 
for North Hastings, « position which he has 
continued to hold with much credit to him- 
self, and great advantage to the county. 
Merely mechanical teaching finds no favor 
in the eyes of Mr. Mackintosh. He contends 
that — isa preparation for citizen- 
ship, that normal and intellectual growth 
are the desiderata of public school life, and 
that to that end the teacher should train 
and inspire as we)l as instruct. The earnest 
teacher no better friend than Mr. Mack. 
intosh who regards public education as the 
most important work in which any country 
can take an interest or to which it can lend 
support. He deplores the constant removal 
of experienced teachers to other walks of 
life, and thinks that legislative and munici- 
pal grants to public schools should be mater- 
ially im and apportioned, not entirely 
on the basie of pres eh as at present, but 
partly on the basis of local efficient schools, 
and in such a way as to induce school true 
tees to give their teachers more liberal salar- 
ies, Inspector Mackintosh believes that the 
protessional training of teachers is a work of 
great importance, and that every ible 
effort should be made to enhance the real 
usefulness and efficiency of the various train- 
ing institutions of the province, that they 
should be, and can be, made centres of edu- 
cational life and influence, centres from 
which the best educational thought and in- 
iration would radiate. He also affirms 
that the interest of education will be served 
by especial efforts to draw al} classes of teach- 
ers—college professors, high school and pub- 
lie schoo] teachere—more and more closely 
together.

Hypaetism and Alcehel, 


The November number of the (ontempo- 
rary Kemew contains a paper by Dr. Charles 
Lloyd Tuckey on tho applications of 
hypnocism, in which he refers more especi- 
ally to its asein the treatment of tho victimes 
of alcohol and opium. The article, therefore. 
is of peculiar interest and pertinency at this 
time when the Keely cure of drunkenness is 
under discussion. 

Dr. Tuckey accepts Prof. Beroheim's 


| definition of hypnotism as ** the induction of 


® psychical condition in which the subject's 
susceptibility to suggestion and ability to 
act upon it are enormously increased.” ** ]t 


| matters not,” he explains, “ whethe?® the 


degree of influence produced amounts to 
profound sleep with unconsciousness, or to 
a slight languor or drowsiness, during which 
the use of the senses or intelligence is entire- 
ly retained,’’so long as the * suggestibility” 
of the subject is increased. ‘* Suggestion is 
the key to the hypnotic problem.” Some- 
times a suggestion will take possession of the 
minds and dominate the actions of persons 
who are barely hypnotizable, while others 
ce reject isin the most profound hypnotic 
sleep. 7 

Such ausceptibility apart from hypnotism 
is frequently exhibited and generally ac- 
knowledged. “ The drunkard converted b 
a Gough or a Father Mathew is redeem 
through suggestion,” says Dr. Tuckey, 
** and through it the victim of evil examp 
or evil solicitation falls to his ruin,’ 
Disease, aecording to Liebault, implies’ an 
excess of nervous action in one direction, and 
ite deficiency in another. The function of 
hypnotism, as described by Dr. Tuckey, is’ 
to restore the nervous equilibriam on which 
depends the maintenance of health, or, in 
other words, to combat disease by anhzing 
the patient’s own forces. ‘* The patient, 
says Prof. Rernheim, t‘ hypnotizes himself,” 
through foro « that are essentially his own, 
though tu. direction of them comes from 
without. . 

Dr. Tuckey presents several instances of 
the application of hypnotic suggestion for 
the cure of drankertness In one caso a gen- 
tleman who seemed to have lost all power of 
self-control, so far as alcohol was concerned, 
Was restricted by him to the use of light 
wines and beer at his meals and ordered 
never to touch spirita, but’ to hold them in 
abhorrence. Though he never lost conscious- 
ness in the hypnotic state, he has never 
exceeded the allowance granted, and has 
had no relapse. A merchant subject to the 
periodical mania for alcoholic excess was 
treated by hypnotic suggestion, though he 
retained tull consciousness, and he continu- 


ed for seven months without suffering from | 


the appetite. ‘Then, under peculiar circum. 
stances, he took to drinking again, but for 
one day only. Then, he was able to control 
himself of his own accord, and since has had 


|no relapse, A manager of an important 


company, who had been dismissed for drunk 

enness, was thrown into a deep hypnotic 
sleep and then told that alcohol was poison 
to him, and that in the fature the taste of 
it would make him violently ill. When 
he awaked, a small glass of beer brought 
on an attack of: illness and he i 
bal no. relapse to drinking habits. A 
short time ago he rejected with loathing 
a glass ot whiskey offered him in sudden 
illuess, so strong is his acquired mental 
distaste for alcohol and his physical reac- 
tion against it, In all these cases the treat- 
ment lasted from throe weeks to a month 
and somewhat more, the time usually spent 
under the treatment of Keeley. Of course, 
the Keeley treatment does not fulfil exactly 
the conditions of hypnotism, thongh the 
results are similar.

Fmin Pasha in Africa, 


The rumor that Emin, deserting his new 
station on the west coast of Victoria Nyan- 
za, had gone back to his old province on the 
Nile, would have been discredited had it 
not come from the official newspaper of the 
German Government. This journal now has 
the later news that Emin has reached Uson- 
goro. From that region he could see before 
hin, fifty miles to the north, the snowcapped 
Ruwenzori range, which Stanley discovered 
on his last trip, and he was still 150 miles 
from his old stamping ground at Wadelai. 
Everything Emin has attempted since he set 
out again for Central Africa, a year and a 
half ago, has succeeded. Taboa, the head 
centre of the Arab. traders, fell into his 
hands, and is now «a German post. He 
routed the Arab slavers whom he found in 
camp on the south shore of Victoria Nyanza, 
He founded two large ones on the south 
shore and one half way up the west 
coast, and Father Schynse, who has 
visited the latter station, Bukwba, 
speaks in words of compliment of its 
neat buildings, orderly appearance, and 
flourishing gardens. hen Emin suddenly 
set out through the country of Karagwe, to 
the west, aunouncing that he was going to 
establish similar posts on Lake Tanganyika: 
but much to every one’s surprise, the next 
that was heard of him he was far to the 
northwest, instead of the southwest, and 
was in British territory, apparently on his 
way back to Wadelai. It is useless to try 
to fathom Emin’s purposes, but it is prob- 
able that one of two things has induced him 
to return to the north. Either he hoped 
with the assistance of the Ezyptian soldiers 
whom he lett behind him. to recover his 
ivory, worth avout $250,000, or he theught 
it possible that these Egyptians would hail 
his return with joy, and that with their 
help, if the Mahdists have not taken effec- 
tive possession of the country, he might 
regain possession of his old province. The 
rumor that he contemplated crossing the 
continent to Cameroons seems very absard. 
Emin has never been accused of that sort 
of rashness,

encounter, had been victorious. Although 
there now no special causes of irritation 
between the two Governments or the two 
peoples, there is no doubt that a declaration 
of war would be welcome in Germany :as 
offering a good chance of relief from the 
burdens 6f which nobody promises any 
alleviation so long as peace endures. Now 
that the only ally of France is, in part, dis- 
abled by famine and by domestic disorder, 
itis not to be wondered at that Germans 
should begin to say that it 19 useless and 
foolish to wait for the war which France 
and Russia mean to open, and that the 
time is ripe and propitious for Germany 
itself to begin the attack, 

From this state of public feeling to actual 
war may be a very short step ora very long 
one. In any case the situation is best ex- 

ressed by the French phrase, which seta 
orth that “the relations are strained” —« 
strained toward the point of rupture, 
When it issaid that Germany has not 
to gain by war, the gain must be excepts 
that a victorious war would relieve her of 
the incubus of preparedness for war and of 
giving up to the fear of war the flower of 
her youth and so great a share of her sub- 
stance. On the other hand, there is no 
reason to doubt the sincerity of the German 
Emperor's reposted expressions of a desire 
for peace. ough the young Kaiser is

A Colombian Explorer's Adventure in the 
Basin of the Amazon. 

Anadyenturous and enterprising young 
Colombian, a native of the “quaint old sea- 
rttewn of Cartagena named Gerardo ce 
a Eopriella, returning to his home after an 
absence of thirteen years, is greeted by the 
press as the ‘‘ South American Stanley.” 
At the age of 18 Expriella, 
conceived the idea of exploring the wilds of 
the Caqueta River in the basin of the Ama 
zon. He knew that his region was uninhabit- 
ed save by savage tribes —anthropophagi— 
among whonmit would be dangeroma to in- 
trude: but he also believed that the vast na- 
tural riches offered by the country were 
well worth incurring danger for, andthe very 
element of risk was enticing to his youth- 
fulenerzy. He has returned with many a 
sear to iliastrate his story of thrilling ad- 
ventures, but he can also. boast of having 


achieved something in the way of opening a 
The Farmers’ Alliance and leading New. path into a dense, strange forest, and | for the rescue,” 


creating there a bit of civilization. 
Kspriella’s first wanderings were up and 
down the Putumayo River, where he spent 
eight months exploring as faras where it 
emptics into the Amazon. These were 
monthsof extreme hardships; he often sufler- 
ed terribly for want of food and from expos- 
ure in a bad climate. Later on he made his 
way to the banks of the Caqueta and ascend- 
ed to Caguan penetrating by way of Peneya 
the densest forests that clothe the foothills 
of the Eastern Corcilleva. In that vicinity 
the Indian tribes are known to be man-eaters 
~those of the Tamos Carijonas and Hiutotos 
living th complete nakedness and savagery. 
Espriella’s idea was to compel these wild 
creatures to recognize in him a superior being 
He set about displaying bis physical strength 
and courage, hunting game of every sort 
with the Indian spear, sailing and rowing, 
swimming like a fish, and even clearing the 
wild lands with a single axe wielded by his 
strong young arms. His plan succeeded 
wonderfully, as will be seen from the fact 
that he has been permitted to live for 
thirteen years and to make an attractive 
home for himself among the savages. He 
has built a house and laid outa beautiful 
park around it. He has oblained cattle in 
large numbers and can boast of a fine stock 
farm, His own blacksmith and carpenter 
shops are close to where he dwells, and he 
has succeeded in drawing others after him 


into this new territory, 


Some of his experiences have been terrible 
enough to satisfy all yearnings for adven- 
ture. He carries about with him, among 
other indellible souvenirs, seven ugly scars 
which were all received in a single hand-to- 
hand battle of half an hour. e tells the 
tale of this particular adventure as follows : 
**T had learned from some Indians that had 
come to my place that up at the head of the 
Yari River, not very many miles distant, 
there were some plaina that took fire in 
sone Way every year, and believing these 
might be the San Martin plains, and in 
hopes to find a short route to the capital, I 
resolved to explore toward that vicinity. 
On the 2d of last November I set out with 
four companions, including an Indian named 
Osquinuidni, who used to be @ man eater, 
but whom I had succeeded*in cenvertin 
from the terrible practice. We journeyed 
two days in the mountain wilderness, and 
on the afternoon of Nov. 4 came upon an 
abandoned hut in the midst of a spot where 
were seen the charred ruins of other habita- 
tions. We took possession of this hut, and 
found in it a rude bed and some remnants 
of food. 

‘* Karly the next morning two of my com- 
panions set out tohunt something tor our 
breakfast,. These were Marcelino Garzon; 
a half-breed, and the reformed Indian, 
Osquinnidni. They took the path by which 
we had come, notinterding to go far and 
feeling sure of finding a drove of wild hogs 
close by. They had not been gone fifteen 
minutes, when suddenly there appeared out- 
side our hut a y of twenty-six cannibal 
savages. By their attitude and a word or 
two that L caught, I felt sure their yisit was 
hostile, and guessed that some had been 
watching and knew there were only threeof 
usin the hut. They saluted us with pre- 
tended friendliness and stuck three of their 
spears, asa further sign of peace, in the 
outside of the hut by the door. I feared an 
attack and made a sign to my two men to be 
on their guard, and to hand me my revolver. 
One of them, Fajardo, did so hastily, and at 
the same time took his rifle. As we were 
quickly loading these, I received a terrible 
blow on the head from a machete, carried 
by the Captain ofthe tribe. Great excite- 
ment began among the savages, and I, hav- 
ing dropped the revolver, recovering alittle 
from the blow, took advantage of the con- 
fusion to seize one of the lances 
which were stuck in the wall of the hut. 
Fajardo snatched another, and a desperate 
struggle began. jMoaquera, my other man, 
had a rifle in his hands, but was to bewild- 
ered and afraid of shooting Fajardo and my- 
eelf to fire. At last I succeeded in woundi 
the Captain, who turned and fled with his 
machete. Fajardo, by this time, was terrib- 
ly wounded, and fell to the ground in great 
agony, ee and I kept up our hand- 
to-hand battle for ten minutes withont 
prone an instant. Then Mosquera fell like 

‘ajardo, ¥" = 
** Some of the savages were dead on the 
round and the rest made off, thinking they 
ad despatched me as well. One of them, 
however, calling to the others that I was 
not yet dead, I went at himin ad rate 
sort of frenzy till, he, tooran. Then I gave 
out exhausted by pain and loss of blood. 
Fajardo and Mosquera were dying. I had 
a frightful skull wound, two stabs in the 
side, a machete cut on the left arm,and three 
other smaller wounds. Eleven of the savages 
were killed, and there was a trail of blood 
to mark the flight of the others. 

** Fearing they might return with increas- 
ed numbers, I collected the spears that were 
lying on the ground and hid them in the 
bush. Then, perceiving that Fajardo and 
Mosquera were dead. [| resolved to return 
by the road over which we had come and 
find my other twomen. It was only with 
the greatest pain that I conld drag myself 
along, leaning on aspearas 1 went. I 
felldown many times, but kept or until 
about 3in the afternoon, when I could go 
no further. Notlong after, the hunters came 
upon me and I told them what had happen- 
ed.’ We consulted asto the best course, 
and J finally: ordered them to re- 
turn to the hut and fetch the bed 
to carry me on. The Indian obeyed, and 
Garzon said he would make a litter. They 
covered me with big palm leaves, for it was 
beginning to rain, and went off. Garzon in- 
stead of making a litter started suddenly 
for Peneya to reach home and get help. I

Wemen Growing Handsomer, 


Several English medical journals have re 
cently called attention toa fact, sustained 
by common observation, that the young 
women of the present day are better deVe- 
loped physically, taller, plumper, stronger, 
and healthier than the young women of 50, 
100, 150, or 20) years ago, and that in this 
continuous and perceptible improvement of 
condition and arpect there are no steps back- 
ward. One journal has called attention to 
the circumstances that whereas a centary or 
two ago a handsome woman inspired senti- 
ments of such admiring coriosity that her 
arrival or departure drew vast crowds and 
rewarded the patient waiting of hundreds, 
beauty of the same sort is so general nowa- 
days as to evoke no ripple of excitement. 
it is no longer so rare that it ‘com- 
mans peculiar attention, Again, the por- 
traits of women of acknowledged loveliness 
preserved in many houses and galleries, or 
public buildings, and wondered at for many 
years, cannot stand comparison with many 
ivikg countenances whose good looks are so 
little beyond the ordinary as to inspire 
neither poet, painter, composer, nor sculp- 
tor with a subject for rhapsody in sonnet, 
on canvas, by lyric, or in marble. But the 
change, to which English writers on bygiene 
allude in scientific phrase and without 
ssion or emotion, is not limited to their 
field of personal observation. The ten- 
dency of women to grow handsomer, and 
of women no longer young toremain bean- 
tiful, has its manifestation in Canada, 
too, and in ample and undisguisab.e degree, 
Generally speaking, the proportion of hand- 
some women is larger than it used tobe, and 
uncomeliness is diminished correspondingly. 
The true causes of this are probably two : 
1, Improved health, the result of a more 
scientific mode of life, better hygienic con- 
ditions, larger latitude in outeoor exercise, 
better nutrition, better physical culture, 
and softening and equalizing of the climate; 
and 2. Better taste in dress, the introduction 
of new and: becoming methods of attire, 


improved style, a greater variety of fabrics’ 


and of colors, and such cheapening of matert 
ial fora girl's wear as to bring them with- 
in the resch of all. 

Such, then are the causes of the changes, 
observed and commented upon on both sides 
of the Atlantic, which mark a distinct ad- 
vance in the average comeliness of women. 
They are growing handsomer as the world 
grows older. It cannot be said that this is 
officially proved anywhere in® records and 
documents; but unless the masculine eye 
has been dazed and the taste blunted by the 
increase of female distinction and beauty, 
it should be reflected by an increase in the 
marriage rate, and that soon ana largely. 


FLEET SIGNALING BY BALLOON, 


A System Recently Tried With Saceess tn 
the German Navy. 


Attempts have frequently been made 
both on shore and at sea to transmit sig- 
nals by.me ns of a captive balloon, and a 
system which promised excellent results has 
recently been tried in the German navy. By 
its means an admiral can signal to his fleet 
at night, or to ships passing by, at a far 
greater distance than is now sible, as 
owing to its height, the balloon gives a much 
wider range than a masthead, The code 
adopted is the Morse; and the different 
signals are given by means of incandescent 
electric lamps fitted to the lower part of the 
balloon, and workéd by wires connected with 
the batteries on shore or on the flagship. 
The balloon can also be used for lighting up 
the country round, and for this purpose a 

werful electric ee with a strong re- 

ector, is attached to the lower ring of the 
balloon. It is not necessary to have a man, 
in the car of the balloon to work the 
signals, as the lamps are entirely worked b 
electricity, and only come in contact with 
the cover of the balloon when the electric

It is very grievcus to notice how great and 
various are the difficulties in the way of 
making new employments for women suc- 
cessful. The firet and really important 
difficulty, of men objecting to admit women 
to new spheres of work, is almost entirely 
evercome, but there is more fear of women 
injuring their cause by their own pretty 
hecklings and wranglings than there ever 
was from the opposition of men. Here, for 


instance, are the lady market-gardeners. A 


more excellent scheme than that which Miss 
Grace Hatrimar started a little more than a 


ear ago was never. devised for giving gent- | 


ewomen who had not the abilities or the 
chance of making « living by what is called 
brainwork, a chance of congenial work and 
fair remuneration. But no sooner had the 
practical work begun than the lady-garden- 
ers became a house divided against itself. 
Some of the novices had to be dismissed 
because they would not help to sell things 
when they were ready for the market; there 
were faultfindings and backbitings concern- 
ing minor matters, and thé result df it all 
was not only much annoyance to all concern- 
ed, but also inevitable pecuniary losses, 
When will women learn that it is absolutely 
no good to enter upon any serious work so 
long as they cannot be content to sink their 
fads, fancies and prejudices, and look at 
their work from a broader point of view ? 
Why in the world are not a few more 
enterprising women, with a small capital 
at their disposal, coming forward as poultry 
farmers ? There are one or two already ‘in 
the trade,” and doing exceeding well, and 
there are huadreds and thousands of women 
who ‘‘ make a little money” by selling eggs 
and ultry in an amateurish way. 


‘But while we have such facta before us as 


the following, which comes from a reliable 
source it is not amateurs, but practical pro- 
fessionals that are required. ‘* During the 
last eight months no less than 114,855,360 
eggs were exported from Russia into Eng- 
land. They represented # value of two and 
a quarter million roubles.” The conditions 
under which poultry farming may be success- 
fully carried on are infinively more favorable 
this country than in Russia. Why, there- 
fore, should not English eggs supply the 
English market? Of course poultry farm- 
ing means something besides the acquisition 
of a small ‘‘run ” and the proper placement 
of a few nests with nest-eggs, but the science 
of rearing chickens is pretty well exact, and 
not very complicated, and there is no doubt 
that if poultry-farming is done in a practical 
and basiness-like way it will have practical 
and satisfactory results.

There is no 
worse mantrap known than the ordinary link 
and pin coupling, That it is unnecessary to 
longer retain this out-dated and exceedingly 
dangerous method of coupling freight cars is 
fully demonstrated by the fact that one- 
seventh of the cars are provided with auto- 
matic couplings, which could as easily be at- 
tached to the other six-sevenths. The link 
and pin coupling is like the car stove, a} 
standing menace to human life, and should 
go. Butit won’t go until public opinion 
and law make it The roll of dead and 
injured for a single year should furnish an 
irresistible argument why it should be 


abolished, however, and that very quickly. 


MISIVVGED THE DISTANCE, 


Blinded by Electric Lights One War Ship 
Runs Into Another During Battle, 


Naval projectors are fitted with a shade 
which, by moving a small lever on the out- 
side of the cylinder, can be manipulated so 
as to cover and reveal thearc. In this man- 
ner the projector can be used for signaling 
at night between two or more vessels, or be- 
tween a vesseland theshore. For signaling 
in this way the Morse code is used, short 
flashes representing the dots and long flashes 
the dashes. By displaying and shutting off 
the beam directed against the clouds and 
using the Morse code of signals, communica- 
tion has been maintained bezween two vessels 
at sea seporated by a distance of sixty 
miles, 

The following incident is an illustration 
of what may result from the misguided use 
of projectors in naval maneuvers, says a 
writer in Electricity. The torpedo boat 
Edmond Fontaine, 125 feet long, and having 
on board a Grew of twenty officers and men, 
was engaged inan attack on the harbor of 
Cherbourg during the French naval maneu- 
vers this summer, In the heat of the battle 
the Fontaine, which belonged to the attack- 
ing fleet, attempted to pass in front of the 
Surconf, one of the ships defending the 
harbor. The Surcouf rammed the Fontaine. 

The cause of the collision was that the 
eee of one of the other ships of the 

efending fleet was kept steadily directed 
on the torpedo boat. The commander and 
quartermaster of the Fontaine were blinded 
by the dazzling rays, and could not distin- 
guish the surrounding vessels nor judge dis- 
tances correctly. Believing himself to be 
farther away from the approaching ship than 
he really was, the commander of the Fon- 
taine kept on his course, running straight 
across her bows, and his boat was rammed 
almost dead amidships.

Suicide in the European Armies, 


Dr. Longer, who was appointed at the late 
international medical convention of London 
to report about the number of suicides 
among soldiers of various nationalities, 

ublished the results of his investigation. 
Prces the Doctor’s report, based upon the 
neta statistics from 1875 to 1887, it ap- 
pears that the largest number of suicides 
occurred in the Austrian army, averaging 
every year 122 to every 10,000 soldiers. 
This does not include 40° cases of foiled 
attempts at suicide, and it represents 20 per 
cent. of the general mortality among the 
Austrian soldiers. 

Next to Austria is Germany, which from 
1878 to 1888 averaged sixty-three suicides to 
every 10,000 soldiers, not counting ten cases 
of unsuccessful attempts at self-destruction. 
In the Italian army from 1874 to 1889, on 
the ave forty soldiers in every 10,000 
committed Paloide every year. The French 
army from 1872 to 1889 lost in Europe 
twenty-nine soldiers to every 10,000 annual- 
ly, and in Algeria it lost just twice as many 
by suicide. In Belgium there occurred 
twenty-four, in England twenty-three, in 
Russia twenty, and in Spain fourteen soldiers 
to every 10,000 commit surcide. 

In previous years in England the greatest | 
number of suicides occurred among old | 
soldiers, but since the conditions of the 
service were changed the number of young 
suicides increased in the army. In France, 
Italy, Germany, and Austria most of the 
suicides are young soldiers; in Austria 
espec ally mostly recruits commit suicide in 
the first few months of their joining the 
army. 

Soldiers serving a term of imprisonment 
seldom commit self-destruction, but they 
commit it mostly when other disciplinary 
measures are applied to them. 

The preferred means of suicide is among 
the toot soldiers, the use of firearms, while 
cavalrymen in most cages use the noose or 
cut their throats. The suicides using fire- 
arms for their purpose generally shoot them- 
selves in the head.

RAFTING ON THE OTTAWA. 


Hew Timber is Taken to Market.Scenes at 
the Beams. 


Owing to the late strike of the Chandiere 
Mills hands and the cessation of all. sawing 
operations tor a month the log booms on the 
Ottawa River aremuch larger than usual, 
and there is considerable anxiety as to the 
possibility of their being swept away when 
the Springs freshets begin and the ice-shove 
takes place. 

The booms are lines of connected timber 
stretched across the river to hold the logs as 
they come down the river. At the booms 
the logsare sorted for the various milis. 
When a tree had been felled, stripped of its 
branches, and cut into logs it is drawn to 
the odge of the nearest creck or swamp, and 
either left there or placed on the tie to be 
brought down into the various tributaries 
of the Ottawa River by their currents in the 
Spring. 

In by-gone times. when the bush immedi- 
ateley surrounding Ottawa City was of good 
timber, it did not take long to float the logs 
down. Now, however, the timber limits 
are from two to three hundred miles up the 
various rivers, and a log takes two, and in 
some cases three, seasons to reach its destina- 
tion. Instances also occur in which a long 
distance has to be traveled between the 
spot where the log was cut and the nearest 


stream. This sometimes amounts to many - 


miles. Within the last few seasons the 
t lamber firm of Pattey & Perley have 
introduced steain for drawing the logs to the 
Pettewawa River, and to-day their immense 
steam logger may be met, followed by a 
long train of log-laden sleighs traversing 
what comparatively only the other day was 
rimeval forest between the limits and the 
‘ettewawa. 

The logs having been laid on the bank of 
the creek, or on the ice, a mark is cut in 
the bark which shows to whom it belongs, 
and it is left tillSpring. Generally the logs 
have been left on the side of some rapid or 
small fall. In the Spring the men of the 
drive appear, clad in their picturesque blue 
and red skirts, high boots and kneebreeches 
with wide hats, and soon the woods resound 
with their cheerful cries as they ply their 
canthooks and log after log rolls into the 
river, and is borne away with the current. 

The logs float down, watched at all danger- 
ous points by men on the drive. As they 
approach points of division—that is, points 
where certain mill owners’ logs have to be 
turned into a different channel from the rest 
—they are met by long, square timbers 
chained together and extending well across 
the stream, which form a boom. The logs 
which are wanted are guided by poles into 
the slide which carries them away to the 
mill where they will be sawed, while the 
others are passed through the gates and con- 
tinue the course down the river. 

A short distance above Ottawa the booms 
are very large, and millions of logs pass 
through every year. It is interesting to 
watch the men engaged in sorting, dancing 
around with long spiked poles from floating 
log tolog. Into the booms converge all the 
mill owners’ slides, which guide each log to 
its owner's mill. 

Some idea of the work at these booms 
may be gathered when it is stated that the 
Eddy firm until lately received 800,000 logs 
a year. All the other big lumber firms— 
ae le 9 Booths, Pattey, Perley & Co., 
Bronson, Weston & Co., Piaros & Co., as 
well as several below the city, all pass their 
logs through. 

gs, however, are not the only things 
which are floated in this way. Square 
timber made wivh the broadaxe in tha bush 
is also floated down. This is made in what 
are known as cribs or sections of araft, and 
come down as such, each crib having from 
two to five men on board to steer and 
pole the cribs safely through rapids and 
slides. These slides are a series of 
water ateps, passing through a channel, 
and obviating the necessity of cribs 
aving te shoot falls or dangerous rapids. 
The slides at the Chaudiore Falls 
are last on the Ottawa, and these hav- 
ing been shot, the cribs collect below them 
and the rafts are made up. Some of the 
rafts contain as many as ninety-six cribs, 
On the raft is erected in thecentre a house 
of framework, having a cooking caboose and 
fitted with sleeping bunks. Here, too, one 
enerally finds a woman cook, and the 
avorite dish of the river hand, good pork 
and beans, well cooked and liberally served. 

It has become the habit of late years to 
tow the raft, but formerly the raft hands 
had sweeps or long oars given them, and 
worked down the Grand River, past Haw- 
kesbury and Greenville, past the Long Sault 
and Ste. Ann's Rapids, where Thomas Moore 
wrote his Canadin boat song ; past Carillon, 
where Dupoint, the savior of Canada, and 
his six brave comrades fought so nobly ; past 
the great rapids of Lachine and, Sorel and 
Lac St. Pierre, pill the raft was anchored 
under the frowning battlements of the 
ancient capital. Here the rafts are broken 
up, the timber placed on board ship, and so 
transported to its destination. The opera- 
tions in logs and square timber this year will 
be unusually large, and the shipping next

Trips on the Sea in aChicage Rewboat 

A young Swedish journalist, whose name 
is M. C. G. Uddgren, has rowed in a small 
boat all the way from Gothenburgh to Cal. 
ais, and hopes to complete his journey to 
London when the weather moderates. He 
is a finely built, fair-haired, brawny man on 
the sunny side of 30, and hails from Viken, 
or Bohuslan, the centre of the old vikings’ 
cotintry. With some of the vikings’ blood 
in his veins, the adventurous Swede de- 
termind to row from Gothenburg to London 
a distance of over a thousand miles. The 
following account, which. M. Uddgren gave 
of his trip to one of our representatives, will 
be of interest to others outside the confined 
circle of “ boating men :”

plished the idea was eagerly taken up by 
some sportsmen in Gothenburg, who offered 
to find money for my expenses, but when 
the project had been published in the papers 
and the date determined for my departure, 
they withdrew, saying the responsibility 
was too great. But I had been trainin 
ever since April 1, rowing daily more anc 
more hours, and I had set my heart on the 
voyage. So I started all the same on July 4 
from Gothenburg. 

** My boat is 18 feet long and 3 feet 9 
inches wide. It is an ordinary rowing boat, 
but covered with canvas, likeacanoe, The 
sculls are fastened to the rollocks so that 
they can't slip. She was made by a Chicago 
firm who sent her to the Stockholm Ex- 
hibition. 

** When I started I had neither sufficient 
clothing nor food. I had left my watch at 
home, and had no compass: and I had only 
fifteen shillings in my pocket. All the coast 
from four miles south of Gothenburg was 
quite new to me, and I had a terrible time. 
Nightafver night I had to sleep in my boat, 
very cold and wet and hungry. One night 
I was the guest of a fisherman, another of a 
farmer, a third of a Count in his castle. 
Everybody offered me shelter and gave me 
the run of the larder. Why my voya 
from Copenhagen to Kiel, which nearly 
took a month, only cost me twelve shillings! 
I stayed five days at Kiel, and then, ac- 
companied for some distance by members of 
the Kiel Rowing Club, which had housed 
and entertained me, made my way through 
the Eider Canal to Tonning. Now I had 
had tremendous waves in the Cattegat, but 
had not had hitherto to reckon with heavy 
tides and strong currents. To avoid com- 
ing to grief on the banks at the mouth of 
the river Elbe, I had to go right out to sea, 
and had a very a trip to Cuxhaven. 
Thence to Amsterdani, along the coast, 
I had the hardest work in all my 
journey, the sea was so rough, and the 
winds so strong. Besides, the Schles- 
wig- Holstein people were notso hospitable as 
the Danish, and T had often great ditficulty 
in getting a bed. After my illness I was 
afraid to risk sleeping out in wet things. 
And my clothes were always wet with rain, 
or with the waves constantly breaking over 
the Guy, often threatening to swamp her. In 
the Zuyder Zee I had once to row for thirty- 
three hours at a stretch. I nearly went ont 
of my mind several times, and the great 
exertion, continued day after day, now and 
again thoroughly prostrated me and made 
me faint. 

‘The voyage to Amsterdam had taken 
three months. I went to Leyden, and thence 
by Rotterdam, Antwerp, Ghent, and Brages 
to Nieuport by the canals. It took me more 
than a month to get through Holland, but 
two and a half days sufficed for Belgium. I 
rowed from Nieuport to Dunkirk on canals, 
and then outon the sea again to Calais, 
which I reached on the 3lst of October. For 
the last few days the weather had been very 
cold, and my legs got benumbed in a very 
few hours. I had once to take shelter ina 
lightship because of this. I had to be lifted 
out. You know, I have no means of keep- 
ing my legs dry, and I only wear short 
woolen trousers to match my two jerseys 
and cap, I want to row all the way to London 
round the Forelands and up the Thames, I 
made one unsuccessful start from Calais, 
but Idid not get away early enough, and 
the tides proved too much for me.”

er last sight of her husband was during the 
negotiations for terms with the Regent after 
the first attack on the Residency. She 
wished to accompany him to the office where 
the Regent’s letter was being translated. 
Mrs, Grimwood writes : 

‘He said I was safer where [ was, and 
bade me good-by, telling me to keep a brave 
heart, that the firing was at an end, and

to try and get some rest, as I looked so tired. 
I never saw him again.” 


Poor Mr. Brackenbury, who had been 
singing cotmhic songs to his own banjo accom- 
paniment the night before, was now lying in 
agony, armsand legs broken, in the Resi- 
dency céllar, with other wounded, 

**One minute he would lie down, and the 
next beg to be lifted up; and every now 
and then his ankle would commence bleed- 
ing, and cause him agony to have it bound 
up afresh. His face was gray and drawn, 
and demp dews coll on his forehead 

eat pain he was suffering. * 
here were some terrible sights in 
the cellar that night—I pray I may never 
see any more like them—tut being able to 
help the doctor was a great blessing to me, 
as it occupied my attention, and gave me no 
time tothink of all the terrible «vents of the 
day and the wreck of our pretty home. [ 
was very weary, too—in fact, we all were 
—and when at about 10.30 I asked every- 
body to come and get some sort of a dinner 
they seemed much more inclined to to 
sleep, and no one ate much. The Fister 
was not inviting, but it was the best that 
could be got ander the circumstances, for I 
had had t6 do it all myself. One or two of 
the servants still remained, but they cow- 
ered down in corners of the house, and re- 
fused to move out or help me at all, Per- 
haps had we known that it was our last 
meal for nearly forty-eight hours, we should 
have taken care to make the most of it; bat 
no thought of what was coming entered our 
mins, and long befcre the melancholy meal 
was ended most of the officers wera dozing 
and I feltas though I could sleep for a 
week without waking.” 

Hersleep was rudely disturbed by the 
deafening booms of the big guns again. 


**For a few seconds I could not. stir. 
Terror seemed to have seized hold of me and 
my limbs refused to move ; but in a ninute 
I recovered and ran through the house down 
to the cellar again, where every one had 
become alive to the fact that all was over 
for us. Where was my husband? What had 
become of them all? This thought nearly 
drove me mad with anxiety. I could not 
imagine what their fate had been, but I 
knew the anguish of mind my husband 
would endure when the sound of those ter- 
rible guns would tell him that we were 
being attacked again, as he knew we were 
almost powerless to make any resistance 
through lack of ammunition. 

Instant retreat was inevitable, and com- 
menced with the deplorable incident, of the 
death of of Mr. Brackenbury ; 


** The movement had killed him, and he 
had died on the grass outaide a few seconds 
after leaving the cellar. Better thus than if 
he bad lived! a fow hours longer to bear the 
in and torture of our terrible march ; but 
it made one’s heart ache to leave that young 
lad lying there dead alone in the darkened 
cellar. I went back there just before we 
left the eee and covered him up gentl 
with a sheet that was lying on-the ground, 
and I almost envied him wrapped in the 
calm slumber of death, which had taken all 
pain and suffering away.” 

This is how Mrs. Grimwood was equipped 
for the flight : 

Shells burst around us at every turn and 
kept striking the trees and knocking off 
great branches. All idea of going up into 
the house had to be abandoned, ‘so a could 
not geta hator cloak or anything for the 
journey before us andhad to start as I was. 
Just before lunch-time I had taken off the 
close-fitting Winter gown which I*had put 
on in the morning, and instead had arrayed 
myself in a blue serge skirt and white silk 
blouse, which gave me more freedom for my 
work in the pital. Icould not have 
chosen better as far esa walking costume 
went, and shoukd have been all right if only 
Thad been able to collect.a few outdoor gar- 
ments—hat,cloak and boots,for instance. As 
things happened Iwas wearing on my feet 
thin patent leather slippers, which were 
never meant for out-of-door use, and my 
stockings were the ordinary flimsy kind that 
women speneselly wear. My dress had got 
soiled already in the hospital and was not 
improved by the march afterwards; but I 
managed to get it washed when we eventnal- 
ly reached British territory, and have it by 
me to this day. It will be preserved as an 
interesting relic. 

From 2 o'clock inthe morning, all day 
and far on into the next night Mas, Grim- 
wood had to march, often under fire, once 
through water and with bare feet, her shoes 
havingquickly givenout. The officers gave her 
their great coats and bore the intense cold 
themselves while she slept from sheer fat- 
igue, in spite of all her anxiety, as she had | 
“seldom slept io a comfortable bed at | 
home.” When the Ghoorkas were at last 
sighted, and it was still doubtful whether 
they were Ghoorkas, a few minutes of sus- 
pense seemed hours. 

At Cachar Mra. Grimwood saw the tele-|

A deputation was at | 
once appointed to carry the news to the 
Sultan, and the result of this visit is a fair, 
specimen of oriental craftiness. When the | 
details of the murder were told him, the | 
Sultan exclaimed: ‘The Jew ought to be 
burned.” The deputation at once returned | 
to the mob outside the palace grounds with 
the information that 4 39 Sultan had said, 
**the Jew shall be burned.” 


That was enough for the mob. Off they 
set at top speed for the jail. The mob was 
made up of the lowest element of the 

ple. Resry one of them wished to havea 
and in carrying out the alleged sentence of 
the Sultan. Women rushefl into the shops 
aad, with a few copper pennies, purchased 
wood or ofl to add to the bonfire. The mob 
had no such difficulty in getting the prison- 
er out of the jail as some of Judge Lynch's 
agents out West experience. ‘Che victim 
was soon in their hands. He was tied toa 
tree, wood was piled high”around*him, the 
top was saturated with oil, and ina few 
minutes the agony was ended. 

Dr. Lenz made a eareful study of the con 
dition of the Jews in Morocco, and the 
description of the Jewish quarter of Féz in 
his book ‘‘ Timbuktu” is very interesting. 
This quarter is surrounded by a wall separ- 
ating it from all the rest of the city. Dr. 
Lenz says there is no country in the world 
where the Jews are held in such general 
contempt agin Morocco. The chosen peo- 
ple of Jehova here taste all the bitterness 
of a homeless race. Still in the narrow, 
dirty, and overcrowded quarter they seem 
to lead a fairly*contented and orderly fam- 
ily life. ‘They present a marked contrast 
to their Mohammedan neighbors, from the 
fact that each Jewish man has only one 
wife, while well-to-do Mohammedans main- 
tain harens, The greater part of the trade 
of Morocco, ticularly the export and 
import trade, is in their hands, and the ma- 
jority of the Jews are well to do. Oppressed 
as they are by the great and powerful and 
deapised by the common people, the Jews 
wage & constant struggle for existence. To 
be sure, their personal security is guaran- 
teed, for the Mohammedans find them a 
great convenience. They sre an unfailing 
source from which the always moneyless 
Governor can exact faxes; but while they 
are the financial bulwark of the country, 
they are subjected toa multitude of indig- 
nities, 

They never appear outside the Mellah, ag 
their quarter is called, save in the poorest, 
dirtiest clothing, for they are afraid of arous- 
ing the envy of the wealthy and those who 
hate and can oppress them, Timidly they 
slink through the streets, careful to avoid 
those in which mosques are found, for a Jew 
is prohibited from passing by a mosque. 
Outside of their own quarter neither men 
nor women are permitted to appear wearing 
shoes. They must go barefoot, aud it is a 
remarkable spectacle to see elderly men of | 
patriarchal aspect and fine faces, or women | 
whose husbands are worth hundreds of thou- | 
sands of dollars, concealing their slippers un- 
der their garments, and, with bowed forms, | 
timidly pushing their way through thecrowds 
in the Moorish bazaars; and yet they are es- 
sential to the well being of the Arabs, for 
without them trade would stagnate ; and, 
indeed, the Jews, in spite of the indignities 
and insults which are daily heaped upon 
them, would be loath to leave a land where 
their usurious practices and greed for gain | 
find so many channels in which large profit | 
accrues to their despised race. 

Quite in contrast with their cowed and, 
timid demeanor upon the streets of Fez is. 
their bearing when within the walls of their | 
own quarter, Here they have the attitude 
and appearance which befit the possessor of 
money and chattels. Here the mc nae fine | 
array, and the women in particular are note- | 
worthy for the richness of their gold-embroid- 
ered garments, for the necklaces of big gold | 
beads, which very likely have long been heir- | 
looms iu their families, and for the profusion 
of other gold and silver. ornaments. In these 
narrow, odorous alleys, in which one is con- 
tantly stumbling over heaps of refuse, where 
no friendly sunbeam over enters, are great 
stores of merchandise, All day long a livel 
trade is carried on. ‘‘One finds here at all 
times plenty of alors and activity.” These | 
words of Mephistopheles fit no place in the 
world better than the Tewish Mellah in a. 
Moroccan city ; and in this poisoned atmos. | 
phere families thrive and multiply. Wat | 
crowds of children tumble about in the Mel- | 
lah of Fez, and what beauty is almost hid- | 
den under the dirt of the little faces! 

On Friday, however, there is a genera ' 
cleaning up of the community, and then | 
the brilliantly attired women and maidens 
sit before their doors while the men are at! 
worship in their synagogues. The hand- | 
some women View the stranger with curiosity 
and friendliness, and one is surprised w 
hear their intelligent remarks. They say, 
for instance that the foreigner has come 
from aland where the Jew does not need to 
go barefoot, where on the contrary, he lives 
in the most beautifal palacgs and where he

The Dipper and the North Star, 


Moat people in a clear day can, without 
& watch-or other timepiece, form a closely 
approximate idea of the time of day by the 
position of the sun, but few, perhaps, have 
guessed at any similar method of computing 
the time during the night without any 
other means than tha ‘starry skies.” Not- 
withstanding, a fairly reliable time indicator 
can be found in the northern skies on every 
cloudless night. As is pally known, 
the group of fixed stars called the * Dipper” 
makes an apparent revolution toward the 
North star in every twenty-four hours, with 
the two stars forming the outer elevation of 
the bowl of the dipper pointing nearly 
directly to the polar star continuously.

Asbestos Mining, 


The English Board of Trade Journal 

ives a very interesting account of the rapid 
development of asbestos-mining in Canada. 
It says that up to within recent years, the 

reater part of fine asbestos fibre .auitable 

¢ spinning came from Italy and Corsica ; 
but the trade has suffered a complete re- 
volution since the discovery of vast 
quantities of the valuable mineral in the 
province of Quebec. In 1971 the Canadian 
inines yielded fifty tons of asbestos’ ;' last 
ear, the output was eight thousand tons, 
The,finer grades command almost as good 
apriceasthe best Ttalian; and although 
the quantity mined is ao great, the material 
owing to the variousnew applicaticns which 
are constantly found for it, haa not become 
any cheaper. The-profits fram the Canadian 
mines are simply fabulous, one mine alone 
yielding to its lucky owners an annual profit 
of one handred thousand dollars. The 
work does not necessitate much excavation, 
for the asbestos is found in the surface-rock 
inthe formof veins, and is obtained by 
blasting. The output is carefully regulated 
tothe demand, and this is one potent 
reason why asbestos continues to keep up 
its price.

Expleration In Australia. 


The Antarctic expedition which is soon 
to be sent out by the Australian colonies 
with the assistance of a wealthy Swede and 
under the direction of Baron Nurdenskjold, 
is merely a preliminary venture. The idea 
is that a properly equipped expedition can 
be sent to the South Polar region for six 
months at no very great cost, and in that 
time it can-decide whether it is worth while 
to carry on further explorations. It is, of 
course, to be‘expected that a well-equipped 
steamer absent halfa year from Australia 
will accomplish a great deal more than such 
an expedition as that of Sir James Ross, 
which was composed of two very slow sail- 
ing vessels, Ifit is found that the oppor- 
tunity for profitable researches is astich as 
it is believed to be, the preliminary expedi- 
tion will, be followed by a more ambitious 
enterprise. Australis isinterésted in this 
venture because scientifieymen there have 
no doubt whatever that the climate of Aus- 
tralia is affected to a large extent by the 
conditions prevailing at the South Pole, and 
they wish to ascertain what these condi- 
tions are. It is hoped also that the expedi- 
tion will solve the problem of the south 
Ss whose place has not yet been 
discovered. Its position has, according to 
the best calculations, been fixed in about 
long.

debts and indemnities arising out of the last 
war between Chili, Peru, and Bolivia, 
There is no doubt that the existing Govern- 
ment at pepe. appreciates the obligation 
it is ander to Bolivia, which was the only 
one of the South American republics, and 
indeed, we believe, the only coantry in the 
world, which was willing formally to re- 
cognize the Junta as a_belligerent power, 
while still’ established only in the north of 
Chili, practically out of reach of the San- 
tiago authorities.

Panama Canal Affairs. 


It is possible that the Panama Canal may | 
yet be completed, and thatthe vast amount | 
of money invested in the enterprise and de- | 
rived for the most part. from the savings of 
French citizens of moderate means, may be 
rescued from total loss? That is a question | 
which tne stockholders and bondholders are | 
by no means content to see answered in the 
negative. They have again besieged with | 
petitions the Chamber of Deputies during 
the present session, and the Commission to | 
which the prayer for relief was referred has 
made an unanimous report to the effect that 
theGovernment, while reptdiating responsi- 
bility, should influence some great muneyed 
corporation, likethe Credit Foncier, toorgan- 
ize & new company and resume the construc- 
ion of the canal. The actual condition of 
the old companys affairs is summed up in: 
the report. The company went into liquid- 
ation on Dec. 15, 1888. According to the | 
official statement of. the liquidators, the | 
total receipts from the sale of stock and 
bonds has been, in round numbers, $266,- | 
000,000. For this indebtedness there would 
be now no security whatever bad not the 
liquidators managed to secure from ‘the 
Government oftne United States of Colom- 
bia an extension of the griginal concession, 
which was to expire. twelve years 
after May 18, 1878, unless by that time 
the canal should be finished. It is ith r- 
tant to keepin view the conditions on which 
the franchises granted to M. De Lesseps 
have been prolonged for a period cf ten 
years from Dec. 26,1890. These conditions 
are as follows: First, the liquidators are to 
transfer all the assets of the old company to 
& new association, which on its part shall 
undertake to complete the inter-oceanic 
waterway. Secondly, the new association 
shall be definitely organized with « capital 
sufficient for the purpose, and shall resume 
the work of excavation in good faith before 
Feb. 28, 1893. If either of these conditions 
remains unfulfilled at the date just men- 
tioned, the supplemental concession from 
the Colombian Government becomes null 
and void,

The London Echo writes as follows’: 
“The Knglish are supposea to bea very 
practical people, and so they are in many 
reapects ; but in other respects the means 
they use to secure ends are palpably inade- 
quate. We rejoice in our constitutional 
system, in the House of Commons and its 
supposed supreme adaptation to realize, in 
the circumstances, the maximum of results. 
This isa mistake which a glance at facts 
will show, In engineering, in shipbuilding, 
in navigation, in king, in soap-boiling, 
sugar-refining, in spinning, in electric light- 
ing, and the thousand and one industries in 
constant motion we put the best-fitted man 
at the head of the enterprise or the indus- 
try or the department, whatever it may be. 
This is being done.in every wholesale or 
retail establishment, in every printing office 
or manufactory, or store, or farm, or work- 
shop. But how differently we act asa na- 
tion when we select our law-makers, or law- 
menders, or law-repealers. A man is select- 
as a candidate to contest a constituency, 
not because he is an adept in parliamentary 
work, not that he indies eds law-mak- 
ing or law-mending, not that he has 
paid particular attention to political 
or social questions, not that he will, 
if returned, keep a sharp eye on 
the national expenditure, and  scrupu- 
lously probeet the public purse; but 
cause he is supposed to command local, 
social, or political influence; and local, 
social, and political influence generally’ 
consist in family connection, or wealth, or 
territorial power. The wealthy man, in nine 
cases out of ten, stands a better chance, be- 
cause he is wealthy, and because of the ad- 
vantages which accompany wealth, than in- 
tellectual fitness. One man wants to get 
into parliament because he and his family 
may get into ‘ society,’ as itis called ; an- 
other, in the hope that he may yet 4 title ; 
another, to air his vanity and to ‘ astonish 
the Browns ;’ another, to advance himself 
and get, if he can, one of ‘ the prizes of the 
profession’—the tribe of the barristers who 
get into parliament, or who try to get 
rere, are of this ilk; another because he 
has nothing else to do, and because the 
house of commons is supposed by many to 
be the biggest and best club in the country; 
another, to protect the aristocracy and to 
champion privilege—most of the brothers, 
or sons, or nephews, or cousins of peers who 
offers themselves as candidates come within 
this category ; another, because he is a 
multitudinous rai!way director or because 
he wishes to become one ; another, because 
his father was in parliament before him ; 
and so on with a majority of those who 
enter parliament, or who wish to do so.” 
We leave our readers to judge as to how 
far this applies to Canada. hough by no 
means to the same extent, yet in some inst- 
ances we act, in selecting our representa- 
tives, both parliamentary and municipak in

At the bottom are dis all the heavy 
s—cases of ammunition, tinned rege- 
tables, fruits, jams, baking powder, and 
other necessary stores, as well as 

articles for barter, of meal, corn, coffee, — 
sugar kc. As these things disappear their 
places are taken by hides, horns, -heads, 
and other trophies of the chase, Above. 
these stores is slung the kartel, a wooden 
framework just fitting the wagon, laced 
crosswise with strips of hide, so as to form 
& most comfortable bed. A mattress or 
blankets placed on the kartel and another 
blanket and » kin kaross as coverlet, ® 
provided one with as roomy and comfortable , 
a bed as the traveler can desire. Round 
the sides of the wagon interior are nailed 
ample canvas pockets, which contain field- 
glasses, pipes, tobacco, cigarettes, knives, 
sewing materials, matches, curios, books 
candles, and innumerable other odds and 
ends. Above the kartel is suspended from 
the wagon roof a lantern, so that, if mind- 
ed, one may read in bed at night, when the 
wagons are outepanned. At one side rest 
on carefullf-padded hooks a rifle and shot- 
gun; on the other side are other rifles fast- 
ened to the framework of the tilt by 
“‘reins” of hide. Cartridge belts, a long 
stalking glass, and other adjuncts hang 
here and there. 

Beyond, on the other kartel, our saddlery, 
cartridges, and other personal effects, ee 
of tobacco for the men, and, later on, heads 
and horns ot game, bird-skins, and other 
specimens reposed. Comfortably ensconced 
shiek in &@ good roomy wagon, one cannot wish 
to be better housed, and with the ‘‘foreclap” 
(or curtain) fastened down on cold nighta, 
or raised in warm weather, one ia perfectly 
independent of the elements.
